Civil Defense 


SPRINGFIELD. (AP) — With- 


out debate, the Illinois house' to- 
day passed and referred to the 
senate a bill to put the state on 
a permanent civil defense foot- 
ing. The vote was 116 to 14. 


The bill would give the gover- 


nor broad emergency powers for 
30 days in the event of atomic or 
other hostile attack, and require 
him to summon the legislature 
into immediate session. 


Local governments would have 


to form civil defense units and 
could levy a tax to 25 cents a 
resident to support them.

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Reds Retreat 
Along Front 
Of 80 Miles 
U. S. 10th Corps 
Counterattacks 
To Gain Ground 


TOKYO — (AP) — Communist 


troops retreated along an 80 mile 
front in Korea today before north- 
ward thrusting allied tanks and 
infantry. 


The entire U. S. 10th corps open- 


ed a counterattack across the cast 
central front and gained up to 
three and one-half miles. In the 
attacking force were the Second 
infantry and First Marine divi- 
sions and other unidentified units. 
They recaptured Hangye, key road 
center. 


All along the front from Mun- 


san in the far west to Pungnam 
in the east-central sector, the Reds 
were pulling back toward North 
Korea. 


Cut Off Spearhead 


On the eastern front, allied 


forces slashing through rugged 
mountains cut off the spearhead 
of the laht Red offensive force 
of their second spring drive. The 
allies seized a key pass on the 
Communist supply route to Chin- 
ese troops fighting 25 miles south 
of the Red Korean border for con- 
trol of the mam trans-Korean 
highway in that area. Somo Red 
troops were pulling back in that 
area. 


On the, west central front, an 


allied spokesman said Red forces 
were making "hasty but orderly" 
withdrawals. 


In the far west, South Koiean 


troops pushed within four miles 
of the Red Korean border. 


Second Division Lead* 


The valiant U. S. Second divi- 


sion led Wednesday's big UN coun- 
ter-attack across 20 miles of the 
east-central front. 


Tanks led American infantry- 


men back into Haangye, key high- 
way junction, 13 miles south of the 
border. 


The tanks and doughboys drove 


into shattered Chinese remnants 
after planes and massed artillery 
paved the way with a shattering 
bombardment. 
Red forces with- 


drew. Small Communist forces 
fought delaying actions to cover 
the retreat.

groceries in our home villages. 


He Knew Doyio 


It was my good fortune to know 


the detectives creator, Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, very well. I spent 
many intensely interesting hours,, 
with him in London between UK •' 
end of World War I and his death 
in 1930. To one who knew him • 
only in these later years it was 
difficult to think of him in terms 
of a detective story writer, be- 
cause his whole life and thought 
was centered in spiritualism. 


Still, I did hear him speak of 


the days .when he sat in the back 
room of his doctor's office, writing 
his Sherlock Holmes stories whil^ 
he waited for patients. These tale:' I 
were first published in the Strand 
magazine (London), and my un- 
derstanding was that the idea of 
writing the short Holmes stories— 
each 
complete 
in 
itself—was 


adopted to avoid serial publication. 
Avid Holmes fans didn't like to 
wait between issues of the maga- 
zine to find out what was happen- 
ing to the supreme mind of de- 
tcctivedom. 


Houdini, Doyle Argued 


Incidentally, Doyle and the late 


Houdini, the magician, had a run- 
ning argument about spiritualism, 
and Sir Arthur maintained to me 
that Houdini p e r f o r m e d his 
amazing feats through spiritual- 
ism but'wouldn't admit it. Doyle 
said that Houdini, in making his 
escapes 
from 
padlocked 
iron 


chests dcmateriahzcd himself so 
that he could pass through a crack 
or keyhole and that once out hi'j 
materialized himself again. 


Doyle told me he had encounter- 


ed spirit materialization himself, 
and that a materialized spirit had 
badly manhandled members of a- 
spiritualist meeting which he was 
attending in Southern England. Me 
believed, by the way, in both good . 
and evil spirits. 


Buried in Flower Garden 


When Sir Arthur died he was 


buried in the lovely flower gardciC 
of his country home. And 
the 


charming and accomplished Lady 
Doyle, who also was a spiritualist, 
told me that the family had re- 
ceived communications from her 
husband after his death. 


However, as the crowds pass 


through the Baker street rooms, 
this summer, most of them will 
think of Conan Doyle in terms 
of the creator of the immortal^ 
Sherlock Holmes, master detectivci.il 
They are one and inseparable.

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Armed Forces 
Get New Legal 
Setup May 31

WASHINGTON. (AP) — The 


four branches of the armed forces 
—army, navy, air force and coast 
guard—wjll get a new system of 
military justice, starting May 31.,

The system, which will work the 


same in all four branches. Is the 
latest step in the unification of 
the armed forces, approved by 
congress in 1948. 


A group of prominent civilian 


lawyers was appointed that year 
to work out this new and uniform 
system of justice for servicemen. 
The result of their work goes into 
,^fect next Thursday. 


From now on a serviceman, 


found ^ guilty of a serious offense, 
can appeal his case to a super 
court which never existed before 
—called the court of military 
appeals—where the judges will be 
civilians, not military men. 


It will be the final court of 


appeals for all four sen-ices ex- 
cept where the death penalty Is 
Involved. The President has been, 
*j|d will remain, the final voice 
on that. 


Yesterday the President named 


three civilian lawyers to this new 
high court: Paul W. Brosman. 
dean of the Tulane umveisity law 
school: Geoige W. Latimer, mem- 
ber of Utah's supreme court: and 
Robert Emmert Quinn. judge of 
Rhode Island's superior court.

Way French Election Goes 


For most of the postwar era, France has been ruled by 


uneasy coalition governments put together from the so- 
called center parties. The largest single party, the Commu- 
nists, lacked sufficient strength to form a government. In 
France's long history of political instability, this period was 
one of the most unstable. 


Western statesmen consequently have been looking for- 


ward anxiously to the time when new French elections 
should be held, anticipating a new alignment which might 
assure to the French a greater continuity at the top policy- 
making level. 


Those elections now are definitely scheduled for June 17 


and the free world has a big stake in the outcome. It is not 
too early for our own state department and other foreign 
offices to begin weighing the various courses of action that 
might be necessary in the light of an altered alignment. 


The consensus among French political observers is that 


the elections will show a pronounced swing to the right. This 
is expected to reduce sharply the Communist representation 
in the Chamber of Deputies, probably to a point where the 
Reds could not pose a serious threat to any non-Communist 
coalition. 
• 
» 
• 


But this same swing is figured to slash the strength of 


the moderate center parties which together have been ruling 
France in, the postwar era. If the forecasts are accurate, 
the big gainer will be the Gaullist movement headed by Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, wartime leader of the Free French and 
strong lightest. 


The Gaullists now are a small group virtually without 


influence in the Chamber. Predictions on their likely 
strength after June 17 range from 100 to 200. Assuming 
even minimum gains, the Gaullists would thus become a 
party to be reckoned with. It would be impossible to form 
a workable coalition without them. 


Of course, should de Gaulle win in a great sweep, he 


would be able to form a cabinet without help from anybody. 
But few analysist consider this more than a bare possibility. 


What seems important for America and the other west- 


ern powers to think about is how French policy may shift 
with the Gaullists either in control or a substantial element 
in the governing coalition. 


General de Gaulle is a man with positive ideas. Men 


who knew him in World War II will testify he is'not easy to 
work with. He is haughty, aloof, inflexible. But for the 
sake of the harmony of the North Atlantic alliance, we and 
other allies of the French had best be figuring how to deal 
with him and his ideas. • 
• • 


The general's views in the foreign affairs are not at all 


well defined. He does believe that a rearmed Western Ger- 
many is essential to defense of the West. But he wants 
Frnch leadership over all military forces in Western Europe, 
on the ground that France presumably would contribute the 
largest share of manpower. 


This attitude, if maintained, could make for trouble in 


the NATO countries. The prevailing feeling among them is 
that whether it be the supreme commander or the leader of. 
a particular branch of the European defense force, the chos- 
en officer should be the man most acceptable to all partici- 
pating nations. 
• 
• • 


Internally, the Gaullists favor a stiffer effort to squelch 


Communists in government services, and given full power 
they would probably move to purge them drastically. The- 
oretically this would be a benefit to the West, which worries 
a lot about French internal security. But the value of such 
tactics might be tempered somewhat if the Communists were 
able to organize strong counter-measures through their pow- 
erful footholds in the trade unions and their well-developed, 
armed political cells. 


In short, a new French government may indeed turn 


out to be more stable than any in the past several years.

North has made a decided un- 


derbid when he raises to two 
hearts. He is therefore ready to 
make an aggressive bid if he gets 
another chance. Surely three dia- 
monds cannot be called aggressive. 


The million-dollar bid is four 


clubs. This certainly cannot show 


club suit, for North would re- 


double three' cluba with 'strong 
club support. The bid must show 


singleton ace or a void—com- 


plete control of the suit in any 
case. 


Now if South is just trying to 


;et to game, he will bid four 
icarts and North can pass. If 
South needs information about 
clubs and general strength for 
slam purposes, he will get it from 
the bid of four clubs. There is no 
doubt that South should jump all 
he way from four clubs to six 
learts.

His 
legs are always cold and at times 
iis ankles are blue or light pur- 
ple. He is always irritable and a 
icrvous wreck.

smoking.

It sounds as though Mrs. W., 


lad made a good guess, but her 
lusband should have tests to see 
if the blood vessels in his legs real- 
ly are damaged and unable to do 
their job satisfactorily. As to the 
smoking part, tobacco is known 
to be harmful in most kinds of 
blood vessel disease and it is prob- 
ably 
safe to conclude that it 


sn't doing any good in this in- 
stance. 
.There are a good many people 


who have a little trouble with the 
circulation in- their legs. 
Often 


t is difficult to put a name to it 
and often the situation gets bet- 
ter after smoking is stopped, im- 
jrovement in the general health, 
or change to a warmer climate. 
3ut there are also two important 
diseases which have to be consid- 
ered and which, it found, require 
treatment 


One of these is Buerger's dis- 


ease which is an inflammation of 
the lining of the 
arteries and 


veins, generally in the feet and 
egs. 
Naturally 
this interferes 


with the circulation 
and 
may 


block a vessel entirely so that the 
pulsation of the foot artery is 
completely lost. 


For some .reason this is much 


more common In men than women 
and almost invariably in exces- 
sively heavy smokers. 
In nddl- 


ion to smoking, infections and a 
>oison known ns ergot are somo- 
imes considered to play a part 
n the development of Bucrger's 
disease.

This is a really serious condi- 


ion. 
Smoking must 
be com- 


pletely ^stopped and other meas- 
iro.s carried out faithfully. 
If 


the blood circulation becomes com* 


pletcly shut off tHe victim may 
have to lose a toe or a foot. 


The other disease which should 


be mentioned is Raynaud'a dis- 
ease. In this the blood is not cut 
off entirely but the vessels de- 
velop spasms. 
When such con- 


tractions of the blood vessels oc- 
cur—often from cold water—the 
fingers, hands, or feet turn white. 
Whatever brings on such spasmjf 
of course, should be avoided, and 
smoking has to be banned as in 
Buerger's disease.

NEW YORK, (AP)—Will wide- 


spread price wars give consumers 
a break this summer? 


Now that the fair trade laws of 


45 states have been weakened by 
the Supreme Court, some fair 
trade advocates contend that with- 
out these price-fixing laws "preda- 
tory price-cutting" is in sight. 
They contend that threatens small 
businessmen "with sudden extinc- 
tion." 


But some manufacturers are 


confident they can force retailers 
to hold the present price line by 
refusing to sell to any merchant 
who cuts prices. And many retail- 
ers say they see no price cutting 
likely. 


Businessmen's first thoughts on 


the effect of the court upset seen 
to boll down to this: 


Line Can Hold 


Where shortages exist and de- 


mand is high, manufacturers and 
retailers can probably hold the 
price line where it is now on brand 
name goods. 


Where huge inventories and slow 


sales plague manufacturers and 
merchants, it's.going to be mighty 
hard for manufacturers and big 
retailers to police the entire coun 
try and keep dealers from cutting 
prices to move stock, or to meet 
the competition from the store 
across the street. 


Manufacturers still hav« the 


right to enforce the fixed price on 
their goods where the retailer has 
agreed to it.

—Seven red-jacketed German war 
criminals waited out their last 
hours in death row today as final 
appeals for clemency failed. 


Earlier their wives were advised 


the men would hang and that 
Thursday will 'be their last chance 
to see their husbands. 


The U. S. State department an- 


nounced it had turned down last 
appeals, and U. S. High Commis- 
sioner John J. McCloy told a news 
conference yesterday that as far 
as he is.concerned the cases are 
closed. 


This is the second time prepara- 


tions have been made to hang the 
seven. Last February their wives 
were notified of "final visit day," 
but subsequent appeals resulted in 
stays of execution. 


The men, accused of atrocities 


and the slaughter of thousands of 
civilians, were convicted in 1946 
and 1947 and since then have been 
fighting for reduction of sentences.

Both Sparhawk and Geauque 


are registered Republicans as arc 
618 others of the town's 795 voters. 


The secret'ballot contained only 


the words "yes" and "no." The 
choice was circled by the voter.
